DeMint Resigning From Senate 



Strict conservative 
to become president 
of D.C. think tank 


Columbia, S.C. 

Republican U.S. Sen. Jim DeMint, a 
tea party favorite known for buck- 
ing party leaders to back challenges 
to centrist veterans he didn’t view 
as conservative enough, said Thurs- 
day he was resigning to take the 
helm of a conservative think tank. 

The South Carolina lawmaker 
said in a statement he was stepping 
down to become president of the 
Heritage Foundation. His office said 
his resignation is effective Jan. 1. 

His job with the foundation 
starts Jan. 3, but DeMint won’t 
officially become president until 
April 3, when founder Edwin Feul- 
ner retires, said foundation spokes- 
man Jim Weidman. 

Republican Gov. Nikki Haley 
will appoint DeMint’s Senate suc- 


cessor. She told a Greenville talk 
radio station she plans to pick 
someone who will fight for con- 
servative ideas. She didn’t speci- 
fy anyone she favored, but she did 
take one name out of contention. 

“I will not be appointing 
myself,” Haley told WORD-FM. 


“That’s not even an option.” 

DeMint has “made it known” 
that he wants Rep. Tim Scott, 
R-S.C., to replace him, the Hill 
reported Thursday. 

Whomever Haley appoints 
would face a special election in 
2014 to finish DeMint’s term, which 


Backstory 

Jim DeMint was elected to the 

U.S. House in 1998 , where he served 
for three terms, and to the U.S. 
Senate in 2004 , replacing Ernest 
“Fritz" Hollings. DeMint easily won 
re-election in 2010 . Earlier this year, 
DeMint formally cut ties with his po- 
litical action committee, the Senate 
Conservatives Fund.

Falls Church, Va. 

President Barack Obama, trying to 
put a personal touch on fiscal cliff 
negotiations, visited a Northern Vir- 
ginia family’s basement apartment 
Thursday to press his hard line on 
tax rate increases for the wealthy. 

“We’re in the midst of the 
Christmas season,” Obama said, 
sitting at a table in the Santa- 
na family’s Falls Church home. 
“I think the American people are 
counting on this getting solved. 
The closer it gets to the brink, the 
more stress there is going to be.” 

Obama and lawmakers have 
until the end of the year to avert 
across-the-board spending cuts and 
tax increases. The president reiter- 


ated the firm stance he has taken in 
recent days, warning that he’s will- 
ing to let that economy-rattiing dou- 
ble whammy take effect if Repub- 
licans don’t drop their opposition 
to higher tax rates for the wealthy. 

“Just to be clear. I’m not going 


to sign any package that somehow 
prevents the top rate from going up 
for the folks in the top 2 percent,” 
Obama said. “But I do remain opti- 
mistic that we can get something 
done that is good for families like 
this one and is good for the Amer- 


ican economy. 

The president’s quick trip was 
part of an effort to rally public sup- 
port for his tax proposals. The fam- 
ily whose home he visited is one 
of many who shared their stories 
online of how they would be hurt 
if their taxes went up at the end of 
the year. The president will travel 
to Detroit on Monday. 

Obama and House Speaker 
John Boehner spoke on the phone 
Wednesday, their first known con- 
versation in nearly a week. Neither 
side provided details of the call, but 
the White House said the lines of 
communication with Capitol Hill 
Republicans were open and there 
had been multiple conversations

Horsing Around 

It wasn't so Long ago that some Washingtonians’ 
preferred method for traveling around town was 
horse-drawn carriage. And by not so Long ago, I mean 
Last week. I was walking along New York Avenue, just 
east of the Convention Center, when I heard the cLip- 
cLop of hooves. 


Sure enough, smack in the mid- 
dle of the Hondas and the Buicks 
— at the tail end of the evening 
rush — came a sight straight out 
of a history book. I exchanged a 
look of disbelief with a CrossFit- 
ter carrying a massive kettlebell 
down the sidewalk, and the car- 
riage rolled away. 

Was it a dream? Time travel? 
Nope, it was Carriages of the Capi- 
tal, a 14-year-old company that pro- 
vides fairy tale-worthy transpor- 
tation to the people of the District. 

It’s been alone in the carriage 
biz since its only competition, 
Charley Horse, shuttered a few 


Details 

Trips by Carriages of the Capi- 
tal (Carriagesofthecapital.com, 
202-841-7401) typically depart 
from the Willard InterContinen- 
tal (1401 Pennsylvania Ave. NW), 
but Marcia Brody and her part- 
ner, Rick Jones, can customize 
routes for their three carriages. 
A one-hour tour for a group of up 
to six passengers costs $175. 


months ago. (I was also surprised 
to learn that Charley Horse’s sta- 
bles were located under the South- 
east Freeway, just north of the 
Navy Yard.) 


Carriages of the Capital’s 
Marcia Brody explains that the 
company’s horses get trucked from 
their place in Frederick County into 
Washington, and then they start 
to stretch their legs at a “staging 
area” near where I 
spotted her driving 
the carriage along 
New York Avenue. 
Usually, she and 
the horses head 
over to the Willard 
InterContinental 
hotel, where 
visitors can book 
rides around the Mall and the 
monuments. 

Unlike other cities, which have 
laws limiting where horses are 
allowed to travel, “Washington’s 
great because we’re not restricted 
in where we can go,” says Brody, 
who’s taken passengers for jaunts 
through Georgetown, along the 
waterfront and even into Adams 
Morgan. 

Motorists don’t mind the four- 
legged company, and the feeling’s 
mutual: “We select horses who can 
handle traffic. One just doesn’t love 
Harleys and skateboards.” 

But everyone hearts the 
horses, Brody says, particularly 
in December. That’s peak season, 
when the carriages get all decked 
out for the holidays, the horses 
don jingle bells and nearly every 
ride includes a visit to the Capitol 
Christmas Tree. (For gentlemen 
proposing at that site, Brody boasts 
a 100 percent success rate.) 

As long as the carriage is at 
a stop, passersby are welcome 
to pose for pictures and give the 
horses treats. Luckily for anyone 
around, the step back into histo- 
ry doesn’t involve stepping in any- 
thing else. Brody says that black 
nylon “diapers” suspended from 
the harness and attached to the 
carriage collect any poop dropped 
along the way. 

Sounds neat.

New Marriage Licenses Out in Md. 


Same-sex couples 
will be eligible to 
wed starting Jan. 1 

Annapolis, Md. 

Elated same-sex couples began get- 
ting marriage licenses in Maryland 
on Thursday, though they won’t go 
into effect until Jan. 1. 

Kim Hinken was the first person 
to get a marriage license in Anne 
Arundel County Circuit Court. 
The 52-year-old Edgewater resi- 
dent said she has waited nearly 10 
years to become legally married to 
Adrianne Eathorne. 

“I never thought that this would 


happen,” Hinken said. “I really 
imagined my life as being just with 
a partner and never having a wife, 
so to have this day come about and 
to be a part of it, it means every- 
thing to me. It means that finally 
I can say that I live with my wife 
and that I’m married. It makes me 
feel really a part of society.” 

Gov. Martin O’Malley, a Dem- 
ocrat, earlier in the day signed a 
proclamation affirming that Mary- 
land voters approved same-sex 
marriage in a ballot question last 
month. The formal proclamation 
enabled couples to get marriage 
licenses ahead of the Jan. 1 effec- 
tive date. 

O’Malley signed legislation to

allow same-sex marriage in March, 
but opponents gathered enough sig- 
natures to put the measure on the 
ballot. Voters approved the ballot 
question last month with 52 per- 


cent of the vote. 

Scott Bowling, a 41-year-old 
Annapolis resident, got a license 
to marry his partner right after 
Hinken. He thanked O’Malley and 
lawmakers who fought to get the 
measure through. 

“It’s just heartwarming that 
we stand here today in this cha- 
pel where one year ago we would 
not have been welcomed,” Bowling 
said in an interview in the court- 
house chapel. 

Couples who get a license far 
enough in advance will satisfy 
the state’s 48 -hour waiting peri- 
od requirement, so that they can 
be married at 12:01 a.m. Jan. 1.

Washington state 
legalizes pot but 
sets up a headache 
for law enforcement 

Seattle 

People openly lit joints under the Space 
Needle and on Seattle’s sidewalks and 
blew the smoke at TV news cameras. To 
those looking to “get baked,” the city’s 
police department suggested pizza and 
a “Lord of the Rings” movie marathon. 

What, exactly, is going on in Wash- 
ington state? 

Marijuana possession became legal 
under state law Thursday, the day a 
voter- approved measure to regulate 
marijuana like alcohol took effect. It 
prompted midnight celebrations from 
pot activists. 

But as legalization arrives, Wash- 
ington and Colorado, where a simi- 
lar law passed last month, now face 
some dilemmas: How on earth do you 
go about creating a functioning legal- 
weed market? How do you ensure adults 
the freedom to use pot, while keeping 
it away from teenagers? 

And will the Justice Department just 
stand by while the states issue licens- 
es to the growers, processors and sell- 
ers of a substance that, under federal 
law, remains illegal? 

“We’re building this from the 
ground all the way up,” said Brian 
Smith, spokesman for the Washington 
Liquor Control Board, which is charged 
with regulating the drug. “The ini- 
tiative didn’t just wave a magic wand 
and make everybody here an expert 
on marijuana.”

The measures approved on Nov. 6 
have two main facets. First, they OK 
the possession of up to an ounce of 
marijuana by adults over 21. That took 
effect Thursday in Washington, though 
it remains illegal — for now — to buy 
and sell pot, so people have to keep get- 
ting it from the marijuana fairy. 

The regulatory schemes are tricki- 
er. Washington’s Liquor Control Board 
has a year to adopt rules for the fledg- 
ling pot industry: Should there be lim- 
its on potency? How should the pot be 
inspected, packaged and labeled? 

The marijuana will be taxed heav- 
ily, unless the Justice Department has 
something to say about it. 

Few question the states’ ability to 
remove all penalties under their own 
laws for marijuana. Whether a state can 
regulate an illegal substance is another 
question. Many scholars say no. 

So the Justice Department could 
sue to block the regulatory schemes. 
But will it? The department has given 
no hints about its plans. 

Still, while pot fans wait for an 
answer, they are partying, and the 
Seattle Police Department has told its 
1,300 officers not to write any citations 
for smoking pot in public until further 
notice, gene johnson (ap)

But the guy who’s earned the 
nickname “Optimus Klein” lived up 
to it after helping his team rebound 
and earn a convincing win over 
Texas last week to secure the sec- 
ond Big 12 championship in Kan- 
sas State’s history. The Wildcats will 


meet Oregon in the Fiesta Bowl. 

Manziel, known as “Johnny 
Football,” is considered by some to 
be the Heisman front-runner follow- 
ing his late-season exploits leading 
the Aggies to five straight victories, 
a 10-2 mark and Cotton Bowl berth 
in their first Southeastern Confer- 
ence campaign.

Maryland- Georgetown athletics 
embargo be damned, the Terra- 
pins and Hoyas will take to the 
field against each other on Friday 
with the spotlight shining bright. 

Despite Maryland athletic 
director Kevin Anderson’s self- 
imposed kibosh on all Terps-Hoyas 
meetings until the men’s basketball 
programs come to an agreement to 
play one another, the two schools’ 
men’s soccer programs completed 
their collision course in the NCAA 
Tournament and will square off in 
the College Cup at Regions Park 
in Hoover, Ala. 

In an age when regional rival- 
ries mean everything to the sport 
on the professional level — take 
D.C. United’s feuds with New 
York and Philadelphia, for exam- 
ple — the fact that Maryland and 
Georgetown can meet only in 
NCAA tournaments limits the 
potential blossoming of a local

Players to Watch 

Maryland (20-1-2) and Georgetown (19-3-2) meet Friday at 5 p.m., with 
the winner advancing to Sunday’s NCAA men’s soccer national champion- 
ship game against either Indiana or Creighton. Maryland is eyeing its third title 
since 2005 and fourth all-time, while Georgetown is making its first appear- 
ance in soccer’s equivalent of the Final Four. Both teams are loaded with pro- 
fessional prospects and U.S. youth internationals. Leading the Hoyas are soph- 
omore goalkeeper Tomas Gomez (a member of the U.S. youth international 
pool), junior forward Steve Neumann (13 assists) and freshman forward Bran- 
don Allen (15 goals). Maryland’s balanced, explosive attack is paced by ACC Of- 
fensive Player of the Year and junior forward Patrick Mullins (16 goals, eight as- 
sists) and senior midfielder John Stertzer (seven goals, six assists), a.c. 


college soccer rivalry. 

“It’s a fairly rash, unorthodox 
move to tell coaches who they can 
and cannot play,” Georgetown 
coach Brian Wiese said. “I know 
we would certainly like to be play- 
ing against [Maryland coach Sasho 
Cirovski] and his team on a regular 
basis. We’re two good teams that 
play soccer, we don’t run around, 
kick each other and make a meal 
of it. It’s something that I’d like to 
see carry on. ... It’s healthy for the 
area. We’d love to see it. I think 


Sasho would like to see it. Kevin 
Anderson has to decide it’s impor- 
tant as well.” 

Friday’s national semifinal 
matchup brings together two of 
the country’s top teams, albe- 
it two with vastly different histo- 
ries. Second-seeded Maryland is 
seeking its third national champi- 
onship since 2005 and has made 
the Sweet 16 of the NCAA Tourna- 
ment in 11 straight seasons. Third- 
seeded Georgetown’s 19 wins are a 
program best, and the Hoyas are in 
the College Cup for the first time in 
program history. 

Maryland’s 28-0-0 all-time 
series advantage plays heavily into 
the Terrapins’ favor, but Cirovski 
and his high-octane squad have 
gradually emerged on the nation- 
al scene. 

“They have a lot of players 
that are going to play at the next 
level,” Cirovski said of his oppo- 
nent. “They’ve established them- 
selves as a Top 20 team every 
year. That’s a talented, mature, 
skillful group that they have. It’s 
going to be a heck of a showcase

dozens of private buses into their 
neighborhood to make way for 
upgrades at Union Station. 

In Washington Highlands, one of 
the poorest parts of the District, pub- 
lic housing residents sued the D.C. 
Housing Authority out of concern that 
they would be permanently displaced 
from their homes when their units at 
Highland Dwellings were refurbished. 

It isn’t just the low income or dis- 
enfranchised who are fighting back. 
In Wheaton, Md., residents turned 
away a mixed-use proposal pushed 
by Montgomery County Executive 
Isiah Leggett.

There have always been battles 
between residents and the develop- 
ers, planners and city officials propos- 
ing alterations to neighborhoods.

“I think in many ways it’s the same, 
but now we have many more examples 
of how these communities are getting 
screwed over,” said Parisa Norouzi, 
director of the community organiz- 
ing group Empower DC.

Empower DC battled former Mayor 
Adrian Fenty’s attempts to close excess 
schools and lease the buildings to 
developers, projects that Norouzi said 
were driven by “gentrification or pri- 
vate profit.” She says those battles have 
better prepared residents and orga- 
nizers for disputes such as the bus 
relocation, which Empower DC and 
residents are fighting in D.C. Superi- 
or Court. “At this point, there is real- 
ly no trust in the process,” she says. 

A Gray spokesman declined to com- 
ment for this story. 

In other instances, the opponents 
to zoning changes or development 


are the well-heeled. Neighborhoods 
in wealthier parts of Northwest D.C. 
are raising concerns about parking 
shortages under proposed changes 
to the District’s zoning code. 

Some Wheaton residents reject- 
ed plans to create a mixed-use down- 
town project because it might resem- 
ble the redevelopment of Silver Spring 
— a success to some but not others. 

“We know how many small busi- 
nesses struggled and went out of busi- 
ness in Silver Spring,” Bob Schilke, 
owner of the Little Bitts Shop of cake 
supplies, told the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Council in February. 

Sometimes even the terms used to 
describe development have taken on 
widely different meanings. The D.C. 
Housing Authority won seven grants 
to overhaul blighted public housing 
projects into mixed-income neigh- 
borhoods. 

The agency’s renovation of High- 
land Dwellings, east of Bolling Air 
Force Base, was not a part of those 
projects and no market-rate units 
are even being built. But spokes- 
woman Dena Michaelson said the 
agency could have done a better 
job making that clear to avoid the 
lawsuit it faced (and since settled).

Film Review 

A dreary, dismally unfunny excuse 
for a romantic comedy, “Playing 
for Keeps” is an undistinguished, 
impact-free watch- checker that 
will soon be vaguely distracting 
transatlantic travelers who forgot 
to carry on their iPads. 

As featureless and bland as 
the suburban Louisiana locations 
standing in for Northern Virginia, 
this is a movie that adamantly 
refuses to live up to its title, 
aiming instead to lure in a few 
unsuspecting fans of stars Gerard 
Butler and Jessica Biel, do its 
damage and — with any luck — 
disappear quickly from theaters 


with virtually no one knowing 
that it ever existed. 

As a former soccer star roped 
into coaching his son’s amateur 
team, Butler turns on his native 
Scottish brogue and unshaven 
“charm” in fending off the 
advances of the various soccer 
moms who throw themselves at 
him with libidinous abandon. The 
accomplished actresses who can be 
seen degrading themselves in this 
thankless pursuit include Catherine 
Zeta-Jones, Uma Thurman and 
Judy Greer, whose turn-on-a-dime 
performance in “The Descendants” 
is reduced here to a burlesque 
shtick. 

Biel, as the ex-wife for whom 
Butler’s character holds a blazing 
torch, is treated with similarly 
shallow disdain in a film that 
primarily asks her to look worried, 
angry, hurt and reluctantly 
charmed over and over.

It Isn’t Romantic 


First off, I have not seen “Playing for 
Keeps," which opens Friday, in spite of 
the fact that it features Gerard Butler 
using his actual Scottish accent and I 
will do nearly anything to hear a man 
speak in a Scottish accent. Any guy is 
better looking with a Scottish brogue, 
up to and including Scrooge McDuck. 

I haven't seen 
“Playing for Keeps" 
for two major reasons: 
First, the night of 
the press screening 
I had a cold whose 
side effects included 
“longing for the sweet 
release of death." Second, I don't 
like romantic comedies where the 
“romantic" part is code for “one person 
screwing up another person's life." 

In the film, George (Butler) realizes 
he wants to get back with his ex-wife 
(Jessica Biel) just as she's getting 
ready to marry someone else. This 
doesn't make George romantic. It 
makes him a jerk. 

Here's a rule I'd like to declare: If 
you love someone — or think you do 
— and he or she is with someone else, 
keep your MOUTH SHUT. Because 
you probably had your chance (like, 
you were MARRIED to her, George) 
and you either screwed it up or were 
too chicken to tell the person then. 

The best romantic comedies — 
“Sleepless in Seattle," “When Harry 
Met Sally," even “Bridget Jones's 
Diary" — aren't about one person 
pursuing another. They're about two 
people finding each other. That's what 
works in life, and it's what works in 
the movies.

A robbery goes awry 
for a pair of siblings 
in the grisly ‘Deadfall’ 

Film Review 

“Deadfall” wastes no time letting 
you know what you’re in for. Mere 
seconds into the movie, a car is tum- 
bling through the air like a wobbly 
football. Having just hit a deer, it 
has gone airborne, and we watch, in 
slow motion, as it and its contents — 
three nattily dressed casino robbers 
and a pile of cash — drift in seem- 
ing weightlessness before coming 
to a rest upside-down in the north 
Michigan snow, the driver’s head 
through the windshield. 

The film, by Oscar-winning 
Austrian director Stefan Ruzow- 
itzky (“The Counterfeiters”), is an 
example of nouveau film noir in 
the manner of last year’s “Drive,” a 


genre characterized by often gris- 
ly violence, high style and a dis- 
tinctly nihilistic outlook. In short 
order, the two surviving passengers, 
brother and sister Addison and Liza 
(Eric Bana and Olivia Wilde), have 
scooped up most of the money and 
set off separately on foot for Canada. 


Eric Bana stars 
as Addison, a 
mesmerizing 
figure who is part 
angel of death, part 
angel of mercy. 


And that’s only after Addison has 
shot the state trooper who stopped 
to investigate, in the first of sever- 
al gruesome incidents in his wake. 

“Let’s not dally,” Addison says. 

He doesn’t, though the film itself 
does, taking a meandering, if com- 


pulsively watchable, path toward its 
bloody and strangely satisfying con- 
clusion. As Addison and Liza split, 
“Deadfall” does as well, fracturing 
into multiple story lines that con- 
verge only late in the final reel, in a 


remote farmhouse on Thanksgiving. 

The main narrative involves 
the manhunt for Addison, a mes- 
merizing figure who is part angel 
of death and part angel of mercy. 
First, he steals a snowmobile, leav- 


ing its owner with a knife in his 
chest and lying in the snow — along 
with Addison’s own accidentally 
severed pinkie. 

Another thread follows Liza, 
whose flight path quickly intersects 
with that of Jay’s (Charlie Hunnam), 
an ex-con who’s also on the lam.

Ultimately, “Deadfall” is about 
letting go. Most of that theme is 
expressed through the relationship 
between Liza and Addison, whose 
love for his sister, it is strongly sug- 
gested, isn’t purely fraternal. 

Yes, there’s a powerfully creepy 
sensibility to “Deadfall.” But the 
way it handles the messiness of 
families — a universal message 
given vivid metaphorical life in the 
blood and guts it leaves in its path 
— is rewarding, michael csullivan

There’s No Escaping the Fires 


‘Burn’ shines a light 
on the reality Detroit 
firefighters must face 

Film Review 

By now, we all know about Detroit: 
A former buzzing capital of industry, 
largely abandoned, is now scarred 
with thousands of vacant buildings. 

But what we may not have real- 
ized is those deserted structures 
have become arsonist catnip. On the 
surface, the documentary “Burn” 
charts a year for a team of firefight- 
ers who battle an overwhelming 
number of blazes. But it’s also an 
emotional character study of a group 
of heroic, yet human, individuals. 

Directors Tom Putnam and 


Brenna Sanchez deserve credit for 
subject selection. The close-knit 
boys club that is Engine Compa- 
ny 50 is a lively bunch with a lot to 
say. Among the memorable person- 
alities profiled is Dave Parnell, who 
lives where he works, on the blight- 
ed east side of Detroit. He speaks 
in adages, which both delight and 
infuriate his colleagues. 

The filmmakers also focus on 
Brendan “Doogie” Milewski, a baby- 
faced thirtysomething who was a 
hard-partying guy until he lost the 
use of his legs when a fiery building

facade collapsed on him. 

The cards are undoubtedly 
stacked against these men. They 
have no resources, often resorting 
to duct tape to hold uniforms and 
trucks together. Every day prom- 
ises dozens of fires, 95 percent of 
which the film says result from 
arson. But for many, firefighting is 
in their blood, a legacy they don’t 
want to escape. They work second 
jobs to make ends meet in order to 
run into burning buildings. 

The camera follows journeys 
into smoke-filled houses, and the 
subjects recount stories of collapsed 
roofs and plummeting bathtubs. 

The unfortunate reality is that 
things don’t get better over the 
course of the film. Stephanie merry

There’s more waiting than light- 
ning in “Waiting for Lightning,” a 
nonetheless watchable-enough doc- 
umentary about the preparations 
leading up to professional skate- 
boarder Danny Way’s historic 2005 
attempt to sail over the Great Wall 
of China on a skateboard. 

Reminiscences about Way’s

Thestory of Piscine MoLitor 
Patel, also known as Pi, “Life 
of Pi" begins with an Edenic panorama 
of his youth, which was spent in a small 
zoo run by his father in the former 
French colony of Pondicherry, India. 
When the PateLs decide to move to 
Canada, taking the animals with them 


on a cargo ship, the trip is interrupted 
by a ruinousstorm, resulting in Pi being

© LINCOLN (PG-13, 149 min- 
utes) A peculiar, powerful 
alchemy takes hold in “Lin- 
coln," Steven Spielberg’s masterful 
portrait of the 16th U.S. president. 
Through that strange mix of realism, 
artifice, intimacyandscopethatcinema 
uniquely possesses, viewers find them- 
selves transported to 19th-century 
Washington, where Abraham Lincoln 
— portrayed in a surpassingly sympa- 
thetic performance by Daniel Day-Lewis 
— has just been re-elected to a second 
term. Spielberg infuses “Lincoln" with 
energy, acumen, surprising humor and 
the unabashed affection for his sub- 
ject that most Americans wiLL wholly 
understand and probably share, a.h. 

RISE OF THE GUARDIANS 
(PG, 97 minutes) The arrival 
of the bogeyman, known as 
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Pitch Black (Jude Law), sets the story in 
motion. Pitch isthebringerof nightmares. 
His resurgence mobilizes the Guardians 
— Santa Claus, the Easter Bunny, the 
Tooth Fairy and the Sandman — who 
must accept the help of the untested 
and somewhat irresponsible young 
fifth spirit. Jack Frost. In addition to the 
showdown between the Guardians and 
Pitch there’s another conflict. Few kids 
actually believe in the Guardians or Jack 
Frost, other than as a quaint metaphor for 
cold weather. But one little boy named 
Jamie refuses to give up his beliefs. It’s 
this power of Jamie’s belief that makes 
Jack, and the other Guardians, real 
again. The movie may not have been on 
your Christmas list, but with its fresh 
take on the power of myths, it is one 
present you won’t want to return, m.o. 
SILVER LININGS PLAYBOOK 
(R, 117 minutes) As the movie opens, 
Pat Solitano (Bradley Cooper) is being 
discharged from a psychiatric facility 
having been sent thereafter an incident 
involving his estranged wife. Meanwhile, 
he meets Tiffany (Jennifer Lawrence), 
a sharp-tongued young widow with 
an acute nonsense-detector and a 
knack for brutal honesty equaled 
only by Pat’s own impulsive, socially 
disastrous candor. From the moment 
they meet and compare medication 
history, Pat and Tiffany settle into a 
staccato, argumentative rhythm, a.h. 

SKYFALL (PG-13, 145 minutes) 
To succeed, a James Bond 
movie must traffic in 
equal parts sophistication and pure 
preposterousness, a winking willingness 
not to take itself so very seriously, but 
with writing, acting and production 
values of the highest order. All of those 
elements are on hand in “Skyfall," 
which at the outset finds Bond (Daniel 
Craig) in Istanbul, pursuing a bad guy 
through bazaars and over rooftops in 
a ludicrous motorcycle chase that at 
one point finds Bond making a wittily 
blase entrance into a moving train 
car. That episode will somehow go all 
pear-shaped, though, sending Bond into 
something of an existential spiral, a.h. 

O THE TWILIGHT SAGA: 
BREAKING DAWN - PART 2 
(PG-13, 116 minutes) For those 
with no vested interest in this protracted 
and supernatural soap opera, this will 
be, unsurprisingly, a silly and somewhat 
cheesily made waste of time. It opens 
with our once-mortal heroine, Bella 


(Kristen Stewart), who has just given 
birth to a half-human, half-vampire 
baby, Renesmee, with her new, undead 
husband, Edward (Robert Pattinson). 
The story clicks in afterword reaches the 
Volturi— the vampire world’s governing 
elite— that Renesmee may be a vampire 
baby who threatens to expose their 
carefully hidden vampire subculture.

WRECK-IT RALPH (PG, 93 minutes) The

who “game jumps," leaving his cloistered 


universe in search of fulfillment in other 
games. It’sa cleverand original idea, but 
the narrative itself is overly busy, noisy 
and unengaging, with little of the charm 
and heart that won viewers over in the 
“Toy Story" franchise. In the title role 
of a hulking destroyer who’s only good 
at smashing things but who dreams of 
becoming a hero, John C. Reilly manages 
to evoke the pathos of an outsider. And 


Sarah Silverman is pretty perfect as 
VanellopevonSchweetz, a tomboyish pre- 
adolescent driver in a kiddie drag-racing 
game. Like Ralph, Vanellope aspires to 
video-game greatness. Their friendship 
is what ultimately drives the movie, m.o.
